non-professional  people,  to  the  phys- 
ical space  of  the  institution,  and  to  its 
finances. 

In  1969,  many  hours  were  spent 
considering  these  questions  by  our 
trustees'  Long  Range  Planning  Com- 
mittee, ably  led  by  its  Chairman  Henry 
R.  Sutphen,  Jr.,*  and  by  the  physicians, 
administrators  and  trustees  of  the  Hos- 
pital Center.  The  important  conclusion 
has  been  reached  that  St.  Luke's  must 
go  forward  simultaneously  in  the  fol- 
lowing four  areas  for  us  to  reach  our 
full  potential. 

Patient-Care  — the  needs  of  the  hos- 
pitalized patient  must  remain  the  cor- 
nerstone of  our  commitment.  This 
must  include  utilization  of  the  new 
technological  advances  of  medicine 
and  the  planning  of  new  facilities  and 
the  enlargement  of  acute  and  ex- 
tended care  programs. 

Teaching— the  future  holds  new  ex- 
periences in  store  for  hospitals  in  the 
training  of  semi-and-non-professional 
personnel.  St.  Luke's  is  already  active 
in  inservice  teaching  activities,  and  we 
will  broaden  our  scope  in  this  devel- 
oping field.  Even  more  basic  will  be 
the  growth  of  St.  Luke's  as  a teaching 
center  for  physicians  and  for  nursing 
personnel.  A stronger  medical  school 
affiliation  developing  St.  Luke's  as  a 
true  university  hospital  is  a clear  need. 
The  intellectual  and  professional  re- 
sources which  a medical  school  can 
bring  to  the  Hosp i tal  Center  will  serve 
to  strengthen  not  only  the  teaching 
program,  but  also  the  other  areas  of 
activity  we  expect  to  pursue.  In  return, 
the  patient-  and  community-oriented

ards in  all  levels  of  our  society  and  we 
at  St.  Luke's  Hospital  Center  devoted  a 
large  part  of  our  time  to  appraising  the 
role  of  the  physicians,  the  administra- 
tors, the  trustees  and  the  volunteers  of 
St.  Luke's  Hospital  and  Woman's 
Hospital. 

From  its  earliest  days  St.  Luke's  has 
considered  its  primary  goal  to  be  the 
treatment  of  patients  regarded  by  us 
as  visiting  members  of  our  family  who 
happen  to  be  ill. 

Through  the  subsequent  years  we 
have  found  that  the  care  of  patients 
must  necessarily  encompass  Research 
and  Teaching. 

And,  more  recently,  we  have  ex- 
panded our  bonds  with  our  commu- 
nity in  many  ways. 

The  underlying  problem  has  been  to 
ascertain  how  a hospital  like  ours 
can  engage  in  all  these  broad  areas  of 
concern  when  there  are  limits  to  the 
number  of  available  professional  and 
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traditions  of  St.  Luke's  can  provide  im- 
portant new  dimensions  to  medical 
school  and  other  university-based 
programs. 

Research  — the  spirit  of  critical  in- 
quiry serves  not  only  to  attract  and 
keep  the  high  level  of  staff  that  an  in- 
stitution committed  to  excellence 
must  have,  but  it  also  provides  con- 
crete support  to  those  involved  in 
health  care  delivery.  Research  activi- 
ties have  expanded  significantly  in  the 
past  decade  at  St.  Luke's.  That  growth 
pattern  will  continue,  as  will  our  prin- 
ciple that  scientific  inquiry  at  St.  Luke's 
is  to  be  directly  related  to  the  medical 
problems  of  our  patients  and  of  the 
community  we  serve. 

Community  Medicine— In  recent 
years,  St.  Luke's  has  emerged  as  a pio- 
neer in  community-oriented  pro- 
grams. In  the  future  the  Hospital  Cen- 
ter plans  to  enlarge  its  direct  services 
in  ambulatory  care  and  preventive 
medicine  through  expanded  govern- 
mental and  private  funding.  The  com- 
munity will  receive  additional  services, 
many  of  which  will  be  planned  jointly 
by  health  care  professionals  and  by 
community  representatives.  St.  Luke's 
Neighborhood  Health  Services  Pro- 
gram, funded  by  the  federal  govern- 
ment, already  utilizes  a community 
advisory  board.  New  York  State 
“Ghetto  Medicine"  funds  will  provide 
a measure  of  financial  support  for  out- 
patient services.  These  moneys,  for 
which  St.  Luke's  has  applied,  also  re- 
quire the  establishment  of  a commu- 


nity advisory  board.  A voluntary  pro- 
gram for  adolescent  drug  users  in  our 
community,  to  be  established  in  1970, 
will  also  be  a joint  St.  Luke's-commu- 
nity  venture. 

In  short,  the  sweeping  themes  of  our 
plans  for  the  future  have  been  estab- 
lished largely  through  the  efforts  of 
Mr.  Sutphen's  committee.  In  1970  we 
expect  to  formulate  the  specifics  of 
this  plan. 

In  addition  to  the  many  hours  spent 
in  planning  sessions,  our  efforts  during 


1969  continued  to  include  the  frustra- 
tions and  accomplishments  we  have 
come  to  expect  as  normal  in  the  day- 
to-day  activities  of  the  Hospital  Center. 

Several  very  important  approvals 
were  granted  to  St.  Luke's  in  the 
past  year.  Funding  of  our  Neighbor- 
hood Health  Services  Program  was 
continued  by  the  Office  of  Economic 
Opportunity.  The  State  Department  of 
Health  scrutinized  St.  Luke's  in  early 
summer  and  reported  not  only  that  we 
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were  in  conformance  with  the  State 
Hospital  Code,  but  also  gave  us  sev- 
eral rare  compliments,  particularly 
concerning  our  nursing  service.  Ap- 
proval was  also  received  for  us  to  ini- 
tiate a kidney  transplant  program,  al- 
though financing  for  this  program  is 
not  yet  available.  In  anticipation  of 
this,  a renal  dialysis  program  was 
started  in  1969  which  will  be  a neces- 
sary complement  to  the  kidney  trans- 
plant program  when  it  is  in  operation. 
A committee  headed  by  A.  Varick 
Stout  studied  the  prospects  for  organ 
transplant  surgery  at  St.  Luke's  and  is 
quite  optimistic  about  its  findings. 

The  board  of  trustees  and  its  com- 
mittees were  most  active  in  1969. 

Kenneth  A.  Ives  and  his  fund-raising 
committee  were  again  successful  in 
attracting  substantial  funds  for  our 
building  program.  Yet,  our  capital 
needs  are  still  great. 

We  instituted  a new  three-member 
trustee  committee  on  community  re- 
lations, chaired  by  Lawrence  Hunting- 
ton,  which  is  already  proving  its  worth. 

The  committee  on  governmental  af- 
fairs composed  of  Maurice  Burnett  and 
Peter  Iselin  is  also  making  an  impor- 
tant contribution. 

William  L.  Crow's  building  commit- 
tee and  Clifford  Michel  and  the  finance 
committee  were  particularly  active  in 
1969. 

Without  the  extraordinary  efforts  of 
Mr.  Sutphen  and  the  trustees'  planning 
committee  our  blueprint  for  the  future 
would  still  be  a dream. 

Our  board  co-chairmen  Jarvis  Crom- 
well and  A.  Varick  Stout  continued  to 
provide  leadership  in  many  areas.  W. 
Macy  Chamberlin,  chairman  of  the  ex- 
ecutive committee,  devoted  much 
time  and  effort  to  St.  Luke's  during  the 
year  and  we  are  grateful  to  him. 

Youthful  and  dedicated  voices  were 


added  to  the  board  in  1969  with  the 
elections  of  Lawrence  Huntington, 
Haliburton  Fales,  II,  Grover  O'Neill, 
Hermann  C.  Schwab  and  Henry  S. 
Ziegler.  We  were  saddened  by  the 
death  of  our  honorary  trustee,  Ailsa 
Mellon  Bruce. 

We  were  particularly  honored 
when  President  Nixon  selected 
trustee  John  P.  Plumes  as  the  United 
States  Ambassador  to  Austria. 

Other  honors  came  to  St.  Luke's  of 
which  we  are  justly  proud.  President 
Nixon  chose  Director  of  Medicine 
Theodore  B.  Van  I tal lie  and  three  of 
his  associates,  Drs.  Sebrell,  Hashim  and 
Christakis,  as  participants  in  the  White 
House  Conference  on  Food,  Nutrition 
and  Health.  Executive  Director  Charles 
W.  Davidson  was  elected  to  the  presi- 
dency of  the  Greater  New  York  Hospi- 
tal Association  for  1970.  Assistant  Di- 
rector Evelyn  M.  Peck  was  chosen 
president  of  the  New  York  State  Nurses 
Association.  Dr.  Richard  B.  Stark,  di- 
rector of  plastic  surgery,  was  awarded 
a citation  by  the  government  of  Co- 
lombia for  his  professional  efforts  on 
behalf  of  Colombian  citizens.  These 
were  but  a few  of  the  events  which 
brought  public  and  professional  rec- 
ognition to  St.  Luke's  in  1969. 

Our  medical  staff,  led  by  medical 
board  President  Robert  Fraser,  Jr., 
M.D.,  completed  another  year  of  out- 
standing achievements.  The  adminis- 
trative staff  performed  admirably,  par- 
ticularly during  Mr.  Davidson's  illness 
last  summer. 

To  all  those,  including  my  fellow 
trustees,  the  Auxiliary  Board  and 
the  Assistant  Board  of  Woman's  Hos- 
pital, who  helped  to  make  1969  a year 
of  memorable  accomplishments,  I am 
deeply  indebted.  ■

'The  Implementation 
of  Decisions' 


The  turbulent  sixties  will  provide 
ample  materials  tor  historians  of 
the  future.  The  last  year  of  the  decade 
will  be  a source  of  particular  concern 
to  scholars  in  coming  centuries  be- 
cause 1969  was  a turning  point  in 
human  history.  Colonel  Armstrong's 
step  for  mankind  assured  immortality 
for  this  past  year. 

It  was  a significant  year  at  St.  Luke's 
as  w'ell. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  state  legislature 
voted  to  freeze  Medicaid  reimburse- 
ment rates  at  a level  equal  to  hospital 
costs  of  1967  with  an  estimated  per- 
centage adjustment  for  increased 
costs.  This  attempt  to  save  government 
funds  placed  an  economic  strain  on 
hospitals,  and  the  financial  situation  of 
several  institutions  was  tenuous. 

Fortunately,  we  were  able  to  add 
nine  thousand  patient  days  in  1969, 
which  provided  additional  income  and 


nullified  the  effect  of  the  freeze  and 
enabled  us  to  continue  functioning 
without  cutbacks  in  service  or  per- 
sonnel. 

The  shuffling  of  schedules,  includ- 
ing a decision  not  to  close  units  for  the 
traditional  renovation  in  the  summer 
vacation  period,  made  it  possible  to 
serve  more  patients  and  thus  increase 
our  income.  The  work  load  on  our 
staffs,  with  limited  increases  in  per- 
sonnel, was  enormous  and  they  de- 
serve great  credit. 

Acting  in  response  to  the  hospital 
. fiscal  crisis,  New  York  State  au- 
thorities agreed  to  make  "Ghetto  Med- 
icine" funds  available  to  certain  in- 
stitutions that  had  incurred  losses  in 
providing  outpatient  services  to  pre- 
dominantly low  income  communities. 
St.  Luke's  was  judged  eligible  and  we 
applied  for  funds  to  offset  part  of  the

nearly  two  million  dollar  annual  deficit 
we  experience  in  operating  our  ambu- 
latory care  programs.  At  the  time  of 
writing  this  report  we  were  advised 
that  50  per  cent  of  the  deficit  for  seven 
months  would  be  granted  to  St.  Luke's 
—a  sum  of  $496,100.  These  funds  will 
he  used  in  1970  to  improve  the  serv- 
ices in  the  emergency  room  and  out- 
patient department.  We  plan  to  ex- 
pand the  emergency  room  into  space 
vacated  by  the  admitting  office,  ex- 
pand the  dental  clinic  and  install  an 
x-ray  facility  on  Clark  1,  which  will 
serve  ambulatory  patients. 

During  the  year,  the  new  Eli  White- 
st. Luke's  Residence  building  became 
fully  occupied,  including  the  moving 
of  private  physicians'  offices  to  this 
building  and  utilization  of  the  large 
parking  garage  it  houses.  After  major 
renovation,  the  main  kitchen  and  cafe- 
teria were  re-opened,  a central  food 
service  was  begun,  and  the  obsolete 
Scrymser  kitchen  was  closed.  This 
change  has  resulted  in  economies  in 
the  operation  of  the  food  service  de- 
partment and  in  addition,  has  made 
much  needed  space  available  on  pa- 


tient floors  and  in  the  Scrymser  base- 
ment. 

Plans  for  the  installation  of  a new 
fire  alarm  system,  a refuse  removal  sys- 
tem, and  air  conditioning  for  the  Clark 
Building  were  approved.  External 
cleaning  of  the  Plant,  Scrymser,  Trav- 
ers and  Chapel  Buildings  was  com- 
pleted through  the  generosity  of  the 
St.  Luke's  Auxiliary.  The  eye  clinic  for- 
merly located  on  Clark  II  moved  to 
new  and  larger  quarters  in  Stuyvesant 
II  and  was  equipped  through  the  gen- 
erosity of  Mr.  Irving  Ceist.  This  new 
clinic  has  been  well  received  by  the 
patients,  doctors  and  staff. 

In  a key  space  shift,  the  admitting  de- 
partment moved  to  the  former  pri- 
vate physicians'  offices  in  Stuyvesant, 
thus  enabling  the  planned  expansion 
of  the  emergency  room  area.  A gym- 
nasium for  psychiatric  patients  was 
opened  in  the  crypt  of  the  Cathedral 
Church  of  St.  John  the  Divine  with  the 
help  and  generosity  of  Bishop  Done- 
gan  and  his  staff. 

Employee  salary  levels  continued  to 
rise  as  our  minimum  wage  was  set  at 


$101  per  week.  Several  expansions  of 
fringe  benefits  programs  were  also  ap- 
proved. The  annual  service  awards 
dinner,  held  at  the  Park  Sheraton 
Hotel,  provided  our  long-service  em- 
ployees an  opportunity  to  celebrate 
the  Mets'  world  series  victory,  which 
occurred  on  the  same  day,  in  addition 
to  receiving  their  service  pins.  Of  spe- 
cial note  at  the  dinner  was  the  forty- 
year  anniversary  pin  awarded  to  blood 
bank  director,  Albert  DeNatale. 
Toward  year  end,  a second  St.  Luke's 
employee  attitude  survey  (the  first  was 
taken  in  1967)  showed  that  administra- 
tive efforts  to  deal  with  matters  uncov- 
ered in  the  previous  survey  were  gen- 
erally meeting  with  approval  by  the 
Lnembers  of  the  staff. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  an 
administrative  resident  joined  us  for 
the  summer  months.  The  school  for 
radiology  technicians  began  its  second 
year  and  the  school  of  nursing  contin- 
ued its  high  level  of  excellence.  An 
orientation  slide  film  was  prepared  for 
new  employees  and  several  advances 
in  various  inservice  training  programs 
were  noted.

Planning,  as  President  Guthrie  indi- 
cated in  his  report,  the  implemen- 
tation of  prior  decisions,  and  the  con- 
stant financial  dilemma  were  among 
the  prime  time-consumers  for  the  St. 
Luke's  administration. 

There  were  no  astronauts  far  out  in 
space  for  whom  we  were  responsible, 
but  there  were  thousands  of  people 
whose  lives  were  at  stake  at  St.  Luke's 
in  1969.  Unlike  the  milestone  flight  of 
Apollo  11,  our  mission  is  not  com- 
pleted. For  us  the  problems,  the  chal- 
lenges, and  the  opportunities  for  serv- 
ice continue  to  grow  as  we  build  on 
the  experience  of  the  sixties  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  seventies.  *

'A  Ministry 
to  Share' 


Report  of  the 

Director  of  Religious  Services, 
Chaplain  Carelton  J.  Sweetser 


Training  was  a feature  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Religious  Services  during 
1969.  Accredited  by  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Clinical  Pastoral  Education, 
St.  Luke's  offers  a year  round  training 
program  for  ordained  clergy  and  theo- 
logical students  under  the  direction  of 
Chaplain  Supervisor,  Alvin  V.  P.  Hart. 
Clinical  pastoral  education  in  hospi- 
tals, and  other  types  of  institutions,  is 
offered  as  an  invaluable  training  ex- 
perience for  men  already  in  the  min- 
istry, or  in  preparation  for  it,  for  the 
purposes  of  deepening  self-under- 
standing and  developing  and  improv- 
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ing  pastoral  abilities  in  situations  of 
human  crisis.  If  a minister  or  priest  can 
be  a good  hospital  pastor,  the  premise 
is  that  in  all  probability  his  ministry  in 
the  parish  and  elsewhere  will  be  the 
more  effective. 

1969  was  marked  by  an  ecumenical 
breakthrough  in  this  program  in  our 
Episcopal  Church  related  hospital. 
Roman  Catholic  circles  have  exhibited 
keen  interest  in  clinical  pastoral  edu- 
cation, and  St.  Luke's  became  one  of 
the  focal  points  of  this  interest.  One 
priest  and  one  lay  brother  of  the  Mary- 
knoll  order  came  to  us  from  Peru  for 
three  months  training  during  the  year, 
and  a Roman  Catholic  seminarian 
from  the  Archdiocese  of  Newark 
joined  other  seminarians  (one  Presby- 
terian and  five  Episcopalian)  for  the 
summer  quarter.  Applications  were 
also  accepted  for  the  coming  year 
from  two  Maryknoll  priests  in  Korea 
and  two  Roman  Catholic  seminarians 
from  the  Archdiocese  of  Chicago. 

This  enlargement  of  the  program, 
both  in  numbers  and  in  ecumenical 
dimension,  has  greatly  enriched  the 
ministry  to  the  patients,  which  remains 
the  raison  d'etre  of  the  long  chaplaincy 
tradition  at  St.  Luke's.  The  Roman 
Catholic  chaplain-interns,  working 
under  the  supervision  of  the  hospital 
chaplains,  and  in  close  liaison  with  the 
clergy  of  the  Church  of  Notre  Dame 
(our  regular  Roman  Catholic  chap- 
lains), have  the  unique  ministry  of 
serving  both  the  Protestant  and  Roman 
Catholic  patients  in  their  assigned 
areas  in  the  Hospital  Center.  The  train- 
ing experience  of  all  the  chaplain-in- 
terns  is  encompassed  not  only  by  their 


theoretical  and  personal  work  with 
Chaplain  Hart,  their  ministry  to  the  pa- 
tients in  concert  with  the  hospital 
chaplains,  but  in  inter-disciplinary  par- 
ticipation and  service  in  other  phases 
of  the  hospital's  mission,  such  as  the 
psychiatric  walk-in  clinic,  and  the  psy- 
chiatric day  care  center  at  the  Cathe- 
dral of  St.  John  the  Divine.  The  gener- 
ous and  constant  participation  in  the 
clinical  pastoral  education  program  by 
members  of  the  administrative,  medi- 
cal and  nursing  staffs  rounds  it  out  as 
a very  comprehensive  educational  ex- 
perience. 

As  the  result  of  an  anonymous  foun- 
> dation  grant,  Mr.  Peter  Giegerich, 
the  Roman  Catholic  seminarian  in  the 
summer  quarter,  became  the  first  fel- 
lowship chaplain,  and  remained  for  a 
full  year  of  training  and  service.  His 
contribution  to  the  life  of  the  Hospital 
Center  was  not  a small  one,  and  the 
possibilities  of  future  fellowships  is  a 
hope  of  the  department,  as  mutually 
beneficial  to  both  student  chaplains 
and  the  hospital,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
future  ministry  of  the  Christian  Church. 

Chaplains  C.  Leland  Udell  and 
Thomas  A.  Dillard  continue  to  be  val- 
ued members  of  the  staff,  and  in  addi- 
tion to  their  ministry  to  patients  are 
deeply  involved  in  many  areas  of  the 
life  of  the  Hospital  Center.  Rabbi  lacob 
Klienman  and  the  Notre  Dame  clergy 
remain  our  devoted  Jewish  and  Roman 
Catholic  chaplains. 

On  December  15th,  at  a festive 
service  in  the  Hospital  Chapel, 
Bishop  Horace  W.  B.  Donegan,  dedi- 


cated four  beautiful  new  altar  frontals, 
given  in  memory  of  "Alexander  Ada, 
renowned  surgeon;  Barbara  Cromwell, 
beloved  wife  of  a trustee;  Helen  Spear, 
devoted  volunteer;  and  John  Tread- 
well, valued  trustee  and  chairman  of 
the  Department  of  Religious  Services," 
—people  who  through  the  years  have 
given  much  of  themselves  for  St.  Luke's 
and  its  mission  of  healing.  The  service 
was  a beautiful  and  formal  expression 
—and  the  frontals  remain  as  shining 
symbols  in  our  midst— of  a ministry  to 
so  many  that  the  chaplains  are  priv- 
ileged to  share  with  so  many.  ■

A Tradition 
of  Concern 


The  St.  Luke's  Auxiliary  and  the  As- 
sistant Board  of  Woman's  Hospital 
continued  to  concern  themselves  with 
many  aspects  of  Hospital  Center  life. 

The  Assistant  Board  and  the  Auxili- 
ary actively  supported  the  volunteer 
program  and  a number  of  members 
were  honored  by  the  United  Hospital 
Fund  for  their  individual  achievements. 
Regular  meetings  of  both  groups  were 
held  and  were  addressed  by  members 
of  the  professional  and  administrative 
staffs. 

The  Special  Events  Committee  of  the 
Auxiliary  and  of  the  Assistant  Board 
sponsored  a highly  successful  dinner 
dance  at  the  St.  Regis  Roof  and  were 
thus  able  to  turn  over  $14,000  to  the 
Dual  Century  Fund.  The  Committee 
has  so  far  raised  $172,591.74  of  its 
pledged  $230,000.  The  Babies  Alumni 
raised  $5,339.70. 

Under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Auxil- 
iary, the  program  for  the  exter- 
nal cleaning  of  hospital  buildings  was

completed.  This  project  was  supported 
by  the  profits  of  the  Scrymser  Gift 
Shop,  which  celebrated  its  tenth  anni- 
versary. The  Auxiliary  also  sponsored 
two  Careers  Day  Programs  for  local 
high  school  student  groups  and  pro- 
duced the  most  successful  St.  Luke's 
family  art  show  ever  in  the  school  of 
nursing  auditorium  in  November. 

In  April,  the  Auxiliary's  annual  fash- 
ion show  luncheon  at  the  Plaza  en- 
titled "A  New  York  Summer  Fashion 
Festival,"  was  most  successful  and  the 
Auxiliary  was  able  to  fund  the  pur- 
chase of  Hope  resuscitation  bags  for 
distribution  throughout  the  Hospital 
Center. 

The  Assistant  Board  of  Woman's 
Hospital  raised  funds  and  under- 
took special  projects  for  the  purposes 
of  Woman's  and  its  new  patients.  The 
Assistant  Board  appropriated  money 
to  equip  the  new  obstetrics  and  gyne- 
cology laboratory,  contributed  toward 
the  Christmas  expenses  of  the  Hospi- 
tal, maintained  the  patient's  library 
and  was  responsible  for  redecorating 
various  areas.  The  Woman's  Gift  Shop 
continued  to  serve  the  needs  of  pa- 
tients and  earned  profits  which  sup- 
port numerous  activities.  A sad  note 
was  the  passing  of  Ailsa  Mellon  Bruce 
an  honorary  trustee  of  the  Hospital 
Center  and  a most  generous  Assistant 
Board  member  since  1940. 

Presidents,  Mrs.  J.  Winston  Fowlkes 
of  the  Auxiliary  and  Mrs.  William 
Shields,  Jr.,  of  the  Assistant  Board  made 
outstanding  contributions  to  the  Hos- 
pital Center  in  1969  as  did  the  organ- 
izations they  lead.  ■

I n our  annual  Christmas  appeal  for 
* 1969,  we  referred  to  the  fact  that  "in 
the  picturesque  old  New  York  of  the 
nineteenth  century  when  Victor  Her- 
bert's lilting  melodies  were  whistled 
softly  throughout  the  City,  St.  Luke's 
and  Woman's  were  known  as  healing 
places  where  a helping  hand  was  al- 
ways extended  to  those  in  need." 

Hundreds  of  modern  day  New  York- 
ers responded  to  that  appeal.  Of  all 
the  $170,956.56  received  in  general 
purpose  gifts  by  St.  Luke's  and  Wom- 
an's, some  $98,423.98  came  in  the 
form  of  Christmas  contributions. 

The  Dual  Century  Fund,  our  expan- 
sion and  modernization  program,  at- 
tracted $550,884.31. 

Reflecting  a nationwide  trend,  our 
research  grants  from  governmental 
and  private  sources  were  some 
$1,671,773.91,  roughly  $570,000  less 
than  in  1968.  Special  purpose  gifts  and 
grants  amounted  to  $1,881,084.97,  in- 
cluding $1,552,239.00  from  the  Office 
of  Economic  Opportunity  for  our 
Neighborhood  Health  Services  Pro- 
gram. 

Again  in  1969,  the  Hospital  Center 
benefitted  from  the  posthumous  gifts 
of  friends.  Bequests  were  $238,334.54. 
Two  most  worthy  causes,  the  United 
Hospital  Fund  and  the  United  Fund  of 
Greater  New  York  gave  generously  to 
the  Hospital  Center.  These  two  organ- 
izations gave  $117,979.00. 

In  all,  over  $4,750,000  was  received 
from  grants  and  benefactions.  This  was 
nearly  a million  and  a half  dollars  less 
than  in  the  previous  year.  The  fall  off 
is  attributed  to  a unique  one  million 
dollar  gift  to  the  Dual  Century  Fund  in 
1968  and  to  a tightening  of  govern- 


ment funding  for  research  and  other 
new  projects  and  to  the  nationwide 
slowdown  in  philanthropic  giving  ex- 
perienced in  1969. 

| ertainly,  the  giving  spirit  was 
^ amply  demonstrated  each  day 
by  the  doctors,  nurses,  volunteers,  and 
staff  of  St.  Luke's  and  Woman's  as  they 
strove  to  make  true  the  language  of 
the  1969  Christmas  appeal.  "Now,  in 
the  world's  most  complex  urban  cen- 
ter, these  hospitals  continue,  day  and 
night  to  reach  out  to  the  sick,  the  poor 
and  the  needy  of  modern  New  York, 
with  medical  skills  and  with  the  tradi- 
tional sense  of  giving."
